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SUMMARY 


Two species of the genus Cephaloidophora Mawrodiadi, 1908 from the Black Sea decapods were 
found. C. rhithropanopei sp. n. was found in the gut lumen of Rhithropanopeus harrisi tridentata and 
C. conformis - in the Pachygrapsus marmoratus (it was found in the Black Sea for the first time). The 
descriptions of the gregarinids, information about prevalence and intensity infections are given.
